Supposing the education of a 
person had been limited to gram- 
mar school and business experi- 
ence, what would be the hest 
method of reading in order to 
gain a knowledge of history, es- 
pecially of our own country? 
Would H.. @. Wells’ “Outline of 
History’’ serve as a_ reference 
book, so that in time one could 
pick up and read sections of his- 
tory and know where to place 
them ? 

There are, of course, miles «- 
hooks written on history, ‘ut 
how does one know which are the 
most beneficial to read? So many 
hooks presuppose a knowledge of 
the subject on the part of the 
reader. 


This question is propounded by 
au Woman who frankly does not 
know how to select her -eading. 
but who does realize that the en- 
joyment of modern books and of 
social intercourse would be so 
much enhanced by the background 
of history, and that even at 35 
it is not too late to make up 
for lost time. 

Perhaps a general answer to 
a question of this kind would he 
of benefit to more than just my- 
self.

It is more economical and prof- 
itable to plant fewer acres in cotton 
fertilized, than an inereased 
sereage poorly fertilized.
